Covering Plants 
250 OF A VARIETY AT THE 1,000 RATE 


Less than 250 of a variety and size will be charged for at the 100 price 
regardless of the quantity of the entire order. The 3,000 price may be applied to 
orders aggregating 3,000 or more providing no item included in that price group 
is for less than 1,000 plants. The shipping weight of plants is difficult to state 
as this will vary a good deal depending on size of plants and moisture content 
of the soil from which they are dug. Because of this we do not and can not 
quote a delivered price on any plant material. 


We recommend that ALL perishable material be sent by Railway Express and 
we will in no way assume any responsibility for shipment by other means. 
Parcel Post may be used with reasonable safety up to the fifth zone (1,000 miles ) 
although we will assume NO responsibility for delivery of plants so sent. If post 
shipment is desired or necessary, FULL POSTAGE MUST ACCOMPANY ORDER 
or we will make the postage C. O. D. Express shipments travel at second class 
rate which is about the same in cost and the exact charges will be collected on 
delivery without additional collection charge such as is necessary on C. O. D. post. 


Shipping schedules will be maintained on as prompt a basis as weather and 
labor availability will permit. We hope to maintain as good service as in the past 
but we can not increase our labor staff and demand is quite heavy. All orders will 
be shipped in strict rotation of arrival except that due care will be taken to see 
that all shipments are dispatched so as not to arrive on the week end if they 
travel on a reasonably normal schedule. That is, shipments that normally take 
five days in transit will not be started out here the first three days of the week 
and those delivering in two or three days will not be sent out so there is a likeli- 
hood of them arriving Saturday or Sunday.

PETUNIA SEEDS
